Logg. wife of Major I.ogg of the 
Boeing Air field, Seattle, told the 
members of the Victoria Women** 
Aeronautical Association at Its 
luncheon at the Empress Hotel I 

to-day. 

Mrs. Logg pointed out that with air 
transportation so much in the ascend¬ 
ency. inquiries are continually being 
received In Seattle as to the best air 
routes in the north and northwest and 
Victoria is losing much o| this traffic 
owing to inadequate landing facilities, 
pilots would ’ rather go to Vancouver, 
with Its better airport. In spite of the 
fact that weather conditions In Vic¬ 
toria are more suitable for flying, she 
averred. 

Mrs. Logg. who Is president of the 
Women’s Aeronautical Association of 
Seattle, told of the work of that organ¬ 
ization. It has made a feature of the 
junior section and has organized a club 
of ten girls In each of the six high 
schools of the Sound city. These girls 
are being taught to become “alr- 
roinded” by being given the ground 
school course In flying, vlslttng air¬ 
ports and factories for the making of 
air craft. The Seattle association Is 
also planning a series of contests for 
these budding young aviatrices. 

FLY IN Q S AFE 

The speaker called attention to the 
safety of flying as compared with other j 
methods of transportation, noting 
that the 8.000 licensed planes flying 
for private commercial companies in 
the United states last year had flown 
In all 200.000.000 miles. Yet the per¬ 
centage of fatal accidents was only 
one In every 600.000 miles. 

Canadian aviation was making re¬ 
markable progress, there being eighty- 
eight companies operating airlines, 
with five established mall routes. Mrs 
Logg appealed to the women to do all 
In their power to get a properly- 
equipped airport for Victoria, declaring 
that 8eattle had been equally slow 
until forced Into action by the air 
transportation companies refusing to 
land there until adequate facilities 
were provided.

of the Canadian Pacific Railway, a 
few days ago reminded an audience in Toronto 
that Canada had experienced economic depres- 
lions of a much more severe character than that 
through which she is passing now. This was 
notably the case from 1893 to 1896. The 
McKinley tariff had dislocated the whole trade 
of Canada with the United States. In 1893 
Australia had experienced a terrible banking 
crash followed by a severe stringency in the 
London money market. Many American rail¬ 
roads passed into the hands of receiverships; 
large corporations closed their doors; banks 
were failing daily; currency went to a premium 
and could hardly be obtained at all. 

"By 1894 business was paralyzed over the 
entire western half of the continent," Mr. 
Beatty said. "Wheat fell to an abnormally low 
price and a winter of unusual severity tremend¬ 
ously multiplied the difficulties of the Canadian 
Pacific. In the spring of 1893, its dividend 
was reduced to one and a half per cent, and 
the priqe of a $100 share fell to $35. 

"Then came the opening of new mines in 
British Columbia and the Lake Superior dis¬ 
trict, making up somewhat for diminished traf¬ 
fic in wheat, and business gradually came back 
to culminate in a tide of prosperity in 1897. 

"During all this period the people of the 
west never lost heart and I think it well to re¬ 
mind you of this period of financial depression 
because you may recognize certain parallels to 
the financial conditions of the past year. The 
recent depression in Canada has, however, been 
considerably less in proportion to that of the 
United States, indicating that this country has 
greater economic interdependence than was the 
case thirty-five years ago. We have a richer 
supply of natural resources to draw upon, a 
wider spread of manufactures, a greater variety 
of export markets served by an immensely en¬ 
larged merchant marine, and what I venture to 
think is still more vital, namely, a greater con¬ 
fidence in ourselves." 

Many will remember the depression of 
1907; yet two years later the Dominion entered 
on a period of development and prosperity that 
astonished the world and which continued until 
1913 when another economic subsidence oc¬ 
curred. In 1921-22 we had another recession, 
and two years later a triumphant recovery. Be¬ 
fore long thero will be another upward trend 
which no doubt will continue for seven or eight 
years.

A new angle on the liquor question has been 
revealed In Germany. There It Is not the alcoholic 
content of Liquor which worries the authorities, 
out the material of which the container Itself Is 
made. The liquor may be hard, but the cup In 
which It Is served must be soft. 

A new ruling of the police department In Ber¬ 
lin provides that henceforth beer must be served 
In paper cups Instead of heavy steins. The order 
applies particularly to political meetings, where 
enthusiastic partisans have been inclined to re¬ 
gard their tankards not simply as containers of 
refreshment, but as handy political weapons. 
Hecklers have shown a too frequent tendency to 
become hurlers, and a well-aimed stein can effec¬ 
tively conclude an argument. 

With the new rule effective, muscular violence 
will be no more harmful than verbal vlolenoe. 
And to prevent hot-headed persona from im¬ 
provising dangerous weapons, the order also pro¬ 
vides "that chairs and tables must be firmly 
screwed to the floor, and that no bottles be 
brought Into the meeting halls." 

The new policy might be profitably adapted 
to the United States, though It Is baseball rather 
than politic* which excites Americans to a bottle¬ 
throwing pitch. But for football, not even the 
most "firmly screwed" goalposts could withstand 
the pressure of student enthusiasm.

scarlet fever, or. an acute rheumatic 
complaint. Indeed, almost any Infec¬ 
tion with the streptococcus seems to 
lead ultimately to a rheumatic con¬ 
dition. This is particularly true when 
the infection Is located in the teeth, 
the tonsils or the throat. The sinuses 
sometimes may be Involved and serve 
as the focus from which the infection 
Is carried to the Joints. 

It seems quite possible that there 
Is some change In the Joints or in the 
general nutrition of the person con¬ 
cerned which makes It possible for the 
Infection to arise in some cases, where¬ 
as It will not be able to gain access 
to the Joints In other cases. These 
factors may be physical factors, such 
as are Involved In the rate of blood 
How to the Joints or factors of nutri¬ 
tion which seem to upset the acld- 
alkall balance In the blood. 

It seems quite possible that there 
may be Instances in which disorders 
of the functions of the glands of In¬ 
ternal secretion are at the base of the 
constitutional disturbance which 
eventuates In a rheumatic condition. 


Most authorities are convinced that 
the tendency to rheumatism runs In 
families, although unquestionably the 
environment m which the person lives 
plays a large part, particularly as con¬ 
cerns the likelihood of Infection. 

The Ministry of Health of Great 
Britain found an hereditary factor In 
thirty-six per cent, of men and forty- 
eight per cent, of women with rheu¬ 
matic complaints. The rheumatoid 
condition can develop at any age and 
can affect the human being at almost 
any period In life. Both chorea, which 
Is presumed to belong to the same 
group of diseases, and rheumatic Joints 
occur from three to six times more fre¬ 
quently in women than In men. 

The general study of statistics of 
people with these disorders shows that 
cold, damp surroundings are a fre¬ 
quent factor In association with the 
onset of rheumatic conditions. Not In¬ 
frequently the person affected has 
been chilled by exposure to rain or cold 
before the onset of the disease. 

Of particular Importance In the oc¬ 
currence of rheumatic Infection is 
previous Infection with Influenza.

It has been supposed that one need 
only perfect hio qualities of research 
in order to master the art of making 
money In the stock market. 

Apparently, however, there Is no 
magic in statistics, since statisticians of 
presumably equal ability sometimes 
will Investigate the same set of facts 
and arrive at directly opposite con¬ 
clusions.

Moose Jaw: No material change In 
wholesale and retail business la re¬ 
ported.

Calgary: Very little improvement is 
reported in either wholesale or retail 
trade.

era' pickup In the Industry. The bul¬ 
letin goes on to say: "Original equip¬ 
ment demand for tires In 1931 should 
show moderate Improvement and ex¬ 
port demand will at least equal that 
of last year. We believe an Increase of 
over fifteen per cent in total sales for 
1931 as compared with 1930 Is a con¬ 
servative estimate. In this connection, 
shipments for last’ December allowed an 
increase of four per cent over the cor¬ 
responding month of 1929. This was 
the first Increase reported for eighteen 
months, or since July. 1929. Improve¬ 
ment should Increase rs the year pro¬ 
gresses. 

"The probable gain In production of 
tlteu Is even greater than the expected 
Increase in sales. Inventories at the 
beginning of this year were twenty- 
four per cent lower than a year earlier. 
Production usually exceeds sales whan 
business Is Improving and falls behind 
when business is bad. We, therefore, 
expect some addition to Inventories 
during 1931. We estimate total pro¬ 
duction of automobile tires In 1931 at 
63,000.000 as compared with 52.000.- 
000 produced In 1930. This is an In¬ 
crease of twenty-five per cent. 

"Each of the four leading tire manu¬ 
facturers sustained deficits on their 
common stock In 1930, after Inventory 
adjustments. Crude rubber prloes de¬ 
clined fifty per cent during the year. 
Substantial recessions were also re¬ 
corded in prices of cotton, carbon black 
and other raw materials. There is lit¬ 
tle question but that the present price 
of crude rubber, at lew than half the 
estimated cost of production.

C.P.R. Atlantic Liner Proceeds Under Own Steam to 
Liverpool, Leaving 200 Passengers From Canada on 
Little Cumbrae Island; Six Salvage Tugs Succeeded 
in Pulling Ship Off After Two Attempts. 


Expected End of Week 


Olasgow, Scotland. March 23.—Victim 
of the shrouding mists which so often 
cover the beauties of the western high¬ 
lands. the Canadian Pacific steamer 
Montclare. which ran aground In the 
Firth on Clyde on Saturday, was yes¬ 
terday afternoon refloated and found 
able to proceed under her own steam 
to Liverpool. Her 200 passengers had 
been landed safely on Little Cumbrae 
Island Saturday. 

It took two attempts to get the 
grounded ship oW the hidden reef 
which caused the mishap. At midnight 
seven tugs set to the task and pulled 
the vessel’s stern into deep water, but 
the rest of the ship remained grounded 
until yesterday afternoon's effort 
pulled her free. 

The Montclare steamed away, 
bathed In bright sunshine. In strik¬ 
ing contrast to the weather in which 
she had met her mishap. 

A gamekeeper named Powell, who oc¬ 
cupies one of the few houses on the 
isle, said: "After several hours' work, 
all the passengers were landed on the 
rocks They were chilled and some were 
•cared, but none appeared panic- 
stricken.

Honolulu, March 23.—The Hawaiian

Then the liner should have 
passed Little Cumbrae on Its other side, 
but there was a Jolting and a rumble 
which started the engine bells ringing. 

At the time of the Impact the tide 
was at full, and In a short time the 
liner was carried broadside towards the 
shore. Meanwhile the wireless was busy 
and messages were picked up at 
Greenock. Assistance was speedily or¬ 
ganised. Six tugs started down the 
Firth of Clyde. The tide soon began 
to recede and this caused the Mont¬ 
clare to take a bad list; some wit¬ 
nesses claim this was as bad as forty- 
five degrees. 

The list of the vessel became so pro¬ 
nounced that It was deemed advisable 
to disembark all passengers. Boats, 
lowered without difficulty, despite the 
poaltloft of the vessel, were rowed a| 
short distance to a landing place dn 
the beach.
